I here are other forms of national debt than those 
created through Treasury loans, although this latter form 
rn constantly referred to as though it gave a true picture 
of the country’s obligations. 
One of the main secondary forms of debt is currency 
itself. Once a nation goes off the gold standard, as we 
did iii 1933, paper money becomes a government debt. 
I he Federal Reserve notes make this perfectly clear; the 
words printed on them say that they are the government's 
promises to pay. 
Since President Roosevelt took office, the amount of 
currency in circulation has jumped from $7,300,000,000 
to about $32,000,000,000— representing a clear boost in 
the government's indebtedness of $24,500,000,000. 
Another important source of hidden debt is the loan- 
JJJJiin g authority of R FC and other agencies. The R FG alone 
has power to create debt far into the billions-—estimates 
MONT ft* WHIM WA 
of its lending authority range upwards £rom $30,000,- 
Rrvrird figure on Ammi* hi 1000,000. Many other bureaucratic agencies have similar! 
powers in lesser degree. 
No comprehensive roundup exists showing the ex 
tent to which Uncle Sam has been plunged farther into 
debt by this means. 
Rut any audit of the national finances would have 
to take this form of obligation into account. 
A third field in which heavy mortgages have been 
laid on our house of government is that of international 
finance. Many devices have already been used, and others 
ire in prospect. 
Again, cleancut figures are not available, nor is it 
possible in all cases to determine our exact liability. In 
ijoth the Import-Export bank and the Bret ton Woods plan, 
the U. S. is the only partner which has even a superficial 
appearance of solvency; that means that we may have 
to face the burden of paying back all, and not merely our 
share, of whatever losses result. 
In the field of finance, our State Department has 
made various agreements with other nations which come 
reported 'extremely close to underwriting their currency. I he con­ 
stant discussion of "stabilization" in these other lands 
frequently boils down to a promise to guaranteeing that 
the U. S. will make good for the mistakes of other govern­ 
ments. 
One of the most important reasons why the Repub­ 
lican demand of some months hick should be carried out 
promptly— an audit of the nation's books— is that in­ 
visible debt has lieen soaring even faster than the so­ 
called "national debt." 
But Senator Bridges is not entirely on safe ground 
when he discusses the Treasury balance as a sinking fund. 
Despite .ill the* White I louse discussion of it as "cash ,"'! I 
it is not cash. It is just another collection of government,! I 
IO U ’s. 
The government has "saved" it exactly as an indi­ 
vidual "saves" $10 by turning down something for $25 
and then buying it for $15— when he couldn’t afford it 
at either price.
